O gunday the 19th inſtant, the Army marched from Atbeuree to this 
\_J place, The General immediatly ſent a Trumpeter to my Lord Pil, 
{on Governor of the Town, and offered him the Benefit of the Lords Ju- 
ſtices Proclamation of the 9th, which he encloſed to him, it he would Sure 
render it before he was obliged to fire his Gannon The Anſwer was, Tat 
Monſieur Duſſone, who Commanded, was of the ſame Opinion with himſelf 
and the reſt of the Officers, who werereſolved to Defend it to the laßt. While 
it was light, our Men made but ſmall Advances, but at night they attack d 
a ſmall Fort they had made to command a Valley between the Town and us, 
and immediatly beat the Iriſh our of it; and hearing that Baldaroch © 
Downtl intended to throw himſelf and his Brigade into the place that 
night., or.. the next morning, the Tin-Boats were immediatly pur 
into the Water, and Six Regiments of Foot, and Four Squadrons 
of Horſe and Dragoons, ſent over the River, and Poſted in the way 
Baldarock was to take, ſo that finding ſio Succours could be put in on 
that fide, he retired with his Rabble into the County of Mayo burning and 
deſtroying all the Country as he marched. The taking this Fort, and as 
ſing the Water ſo ſuddenly, we ſuppoſe, were the things that frighted them 
into 8 Treaty; For on the 20th, about 10 in the morning, the Governour 
deſired a ſafe Conduct for ſome Perſons he intended to ſend to the General to 
Capitulat; and in the afternoon three oſ their Lieutenant-Colonels came out, 
and as many ot ours went into the Town as Hoſtages : The Treaty laſted the 
reſt of the day, and night, they being often obliged to go back to con- 
ſult their Principals 3 At laſt it was agreed, That on next Sunday morning, at 
fix 4 Clocł, the Town ſhould be delivered to ſuch Officers as the General ſbould 
appoint, aud in the mean time we ſhould have five Hoſtages for the due perfor- 
mance of Articles, whereof my Lord Clanriccard is one, and all the Out- 
works of the Town put into our Poſſeſſion, That the Enemy ſt ould forbtar to For. 
tify in this time, and withdraw all their Cannon from the Walls, but that we 
may be permitted to work, and Poſt bur ſelves where we will, provided we came 
vot within three j ards of the Wall, nor place any Cannon upon the Batteries we 
make, The Garriſon and Town[men that remain, have the benefit of the Lord 
Fuitices Proclamation , which gives them their E ſtates and Liberties, and 
thoſe who have a mind to depart, are to be conducted ſafe to Limerick, with their 
Arms, Drums beating, &c. and ſix Pieces of Cannon, They have liberty to 
ſend to my Lord Tyrconnel, to acquaint him with what they have done, and 
invite him to do the (ame at Limerick.
